the big “ golden lane ”’ demonstration to- 
morrow, which its promoters hope will 
outstrip in beauty any outdoor suffrage 
demonstration ever given in this country, 
it looked decidedly like rain. — 

Those arranging the demonstration 
found tonight that they did not have 
enough umbrellas to go around among all 
of the 8,000 women who will participate. 
Neither have they sufficient buttons or 
badges. Rain or shine, however, the dis- 
play will be given. 

The climax of the demonstration will 
come tomorrow night when women from 
all of the suffrage states will gather about

CRIMINAL INACTION. 

Virtually our whole regular army not in overseas 
garrisons is in Mexico or on the Mexican border. 

This force is not sufficient to protect our border. 
Jt is being supplemented by our harbor defense 
troops and by the national guard of three border 
étates. 

The regular army is not well equipped. The 
pational guard regiments called are not properly 
equipped; they are unseasoned and ill trained. The 
coast defense troops belong in the coast defenses 
and nowhere else. - 

And the administration marks time, submits to 
insulting’ communications from the man it estab- 
lished in what power he possesses, and continues to. 
gamble with the future. r 

The situation is outrageous. “ Watchful waiting” 
is in fact a speculation, for partisan profit, in the 
lives of the citizen soldiers who may be summoned | 
at any moment to go into active service. Although 
Mexico remains a powder magazine, the president | 
refuses to do anything to prepare against an explo- 
sion momentarily threatened. If it happens the men 
of the guard have no physical preparation for field 
service, their military training, with the exception 
of a very few units, is hopelessly insufficient, and 
there is not a proper equipment and supply for them. 

This means not only delay; it means unnecessary | 
suffering, disease, and death. The Spanish war 
ought to remind the president of the gravity of his 
responsibility. If there was any excuse for our 
unreadiness then there will be none-for unreadiness 
now. The men who die because they are not given 
a chance to prepare for service dying will lay the | 
blame on the doorstep of the administration. 

The national guards of New York, Massachusetts, 
- Tilinois, and Wisconsin are perhaps nearer ready for 
prompt service than the rest. But even these are 
not ready and cannot be made ready without some 
preliminary field training. Many regiments even in 
these states are without horses, field tents, and many 
essentials of material.

With Mexican conditions what they are there has 
been no reason for refusing to mobilize, equip, and 
season at least a part of the national guard except 
in an attempt to sustain the fallacy of success for 
the Wilson peace policies. To save the administra- 
tion’s face, therefore, our men in the guard are to be 
prevented from preparing for the service we expect 
them to perform and in case of need are to be sent 
into the camp and field, as they were in 1898, to 
suffer and die through government neglect and our 
shameful policy of do nothing until it is too late. 

The militia of the coast states should be mobilized 
to take the places of the coast defense artillery with- 
drawn for Mexican service. This class of service is 
particularly suited to citizen soldiers. At least 
three divisions of national. guard troops should be 
mobilised, equipped, and put in training. 

If this is not done Mr. Wilson, marching at ‘the 
head of preparedness parade, is the most sardonic | 
joke of our political history.

HE American people use more 

drugs per capita than any other 

people on the globe. If the doctor 

does not prescribe a few bottles of 

medicine they fire him and get one 
who will. The thought that a doctor 
must give medicine is deeply grounded 
in the collective and in the individual 
mind. A natural outgrowth is the pur- 
chase of medicine ati the drug store. Some 
persons go so far as to eat the samples 
left at the door or: sent on request. 

In the list of symptoms found on the 
circular a drug hungry man can always 
find one, and sometimes a bunch, that he 
has or ought to have, because it runs in 
the family, or some he is liable to have. 

Many persons have gotten away from 
the habit of taking medicines for con- 
sumption. But there are still many who 
Grink medicine from the beginning to 
the end of the disease. Let no enthusi- 
ast fool himself. There afe still thou- 

who burn up the little money they 
have, money which should go for rest, 
food, and open air, on so-called consump- 
tion cures. 
~~ 

In Dr. Hawes’ valuable little book on 
“ Consumption—What to Do About It,” 
there is a short chapter on drugs and 
cures for consumption. As to cures for 
consumption he says: “All such may 
be condemned at once. Leave them alone, 
no matter how glowing may be the re- 
ports you hear concerning them.” 

But even the people who have learned 
to disbelieve the wild statements made 
on the circulars of cures are disposed to 
nibble at medicines of a milder sort. 

As to alcoholic drinks, Hawes says 
that In rare cases he allows or even ad- 


jing prominent (at the waistline) Democrats. ost vises patients to take @ little beer at 


meals. This is much the exception, how- 
ever, The rule ls that all alooholic drinks 
should be left alone. They are not 
etrengthening—not even port wine has 


jthe strengthening qualities in which so 


meny have faith. Eepecially does hecon- 
demn eggnog.

Creosote and all other nauseating drugs 
@o no good. On the other hand, as they 
disturb digestion and appetite, they may 
do much harm. He has lWttle faith in 
cod liver oil and emulsions. He says: 
“It should be borne in mind that sucb 
preparations are metrely forms of fat, 
and as such have soine value. The taste 
is usually disagreeable. Children often 
relish it. If they are underweight extra 
fat is a good thing. 

* There are no special curative proper- 
ties in otis and emulsions. Personally I 
have never prescribed cod Miver ofl or an 
emulsion. If my patients need increased 
fat in their diet, I prefer to give it in 
cream, butter, salads, and in other fatty 
foods.” 

He does not think the indiscriminate 


use of tonics and hypophosphites ts advis- 
able. Serums and vaccines, of course, 
should be given only by physicians ex- 
perienced in treating consumption. In- 
halants often help irritated throate and 
arnoying coughs. “As ea general rule, 
the fewer drugs or artifi foods or prep- 
arations of any kind that are taken the 
better for the patient,” he says. 
Sanitartum patients rarely cough. They 
rarely take medicines to control coughs. 
If guch persons can keep from coughing 
without taking opiates and other medi- 
eines, Why should you end I take them?

«== EN. A. A. BRUSILOFF, the com- 
mander-in-chief of the Russian 
forces that have thrown the en- 
tire German and Austrian lines 
into confusion, crumpling them 

back into the Austrian duchy of Buko- 
wina, and capturing Lutsk, where the 
Austrian generalissimo, Arch@uke -Fred- 
erick, had established his headquarters, 
is. the idol of the Russfan people, and the 
one man upom whom great hopes and 
fears are centered, on the part of all the 
belligerent nations. He has an American 
sister-in-law, a Mrs. Charies Johneon, 
recently in New York. 

The general is slight and short, but his 
erect, lean figure looks as if it were sculp- 
tured out of bronze, and conveys the idea 
of nervousness, which means accessibility 
to impressions, but nervousness which Is 
thoroughly under control. A cavalryman 
par excellence, he can, in spite of his 
sixty-four years, outdistance youthful 
and expert horeemen, being apparently 
insensible to fatigue. His endurance is 
marvelous. He eats little, regarding 
luncheons and dinners as necessary evils, 
and drinks less. It has been said of him 
by the members of his staff that he lives 
on his nerves. 

Brusiloff is insensible to fear, and eye- 
witnesses describe how on one recent oc- 
casion while engaged in a military in- 
spection at the front, an Austrian aero- 
plane dropped two bombs in succession at 
a distance of a hundred paces from where 
he stood, without interrupting, even for 
an instant, the remarks thet he was ad- 
dressing to a colonel of the staff. His 
face remained impassive, and inscru- 
table. He did not stir. He never even 
glanced up, or at the spot where the 
bombs had fallen, remaining with his 
gaze fixed upon the colonel whom he was

Repeatedly the members of his staff and 
old comrades have urged him to refrain 
from exposing himself unnecessarily to 
danger, pointing out to him how precious 
his life was to the nation, and how pref- 
erable it would be that he direct the op- 
erations of his huge armies from some 
point far in the rear. 

To this Brusiloff replied that he would 
be a fool to sacrifice his personal con- 
tact with his troops, to which he attaches | 
90 rm _h inrportance, to any sense of per- 
sonal security. He is ready to admit that 


_the days of forty years ago, or more, 


when Gen. Skobeleff, whose aid de camp 
he wae at Plevna, wasaccustomed to gal- 
lop about at the front, in a white uni- 
form, and on a white horse, urging his 
men on to victory, are dead and gone. 
The methods of warfare have changed 
since then, and with the extended lines 
that now exist, Skobeleff would not have 
& | been seen by more than one or two of 
his regiments 

Still, at the same time, Brusiloff holds 
that a generalissimo should not remain 
anchored to his headquarters, or content 
himeeif with driving round, visiting the 
generals in command of corps and of 
divisions. He argues that a commander 
in chief must show himself as much as 
possible at the front and under fire, 80 
that officers and soldiers may see him 
and feel his presence, and in order that 
he may witness the actual circumstances 
of the battle. It is only by these means, 
Brusiloff deciares, that there can be a 
Mving bond between the commander in 
chief and thé army.

It was an attack which was 
characterize@d by so much personai ani- 
mosity, prejudice, and petty spite, that it 
aroused widespread disgust, which has 
been intensified by the sense of loss sus- 
tained by the whole empire through the 
death of the field marshal, while on sery- 
ice for his country. 

Winston Spencer Churchill could never 
forgive Kitchener for refusing to take 
him seriously. He had known him as a 
particularly fresh and insubordinate 
young cavalry subaltern, and after that 


@8 @ newspaper correspondent who ab- 


solutely refused to be bound by the rules 
instituted for the behavior of members 
of the prees in the fleld. Kitchener had 
known him, too, as the author of bril- 
Mant but superficial books, in which, on 
the strength of his scanty and elementary 
experience of military matters, Winston 
had undertaken to criticize the opera- 
tions of some of the foremost and most 
successful commanders in the field. 
Kitchener found it impossible even to 
take Spencer Churchill seriously when 
he found himself associated with him in 


the Asquith cabinet, and the ridiculous 


and lamentable flascos in connectién with 
the defense of Antwerp, and with the 
Dardanelles and Gallipoli operations, for 
which Winston was re#ponaibie, as first 
lord of the admiralty, were not precisely 
calculated to improve the field marshal’s 
opinion concerning him. 

Then Winston Spencer Churchill, forced 
by his.costly failures and’ by the popular 


odium resulting therefrom, to retire from 


the cabinet, volunteered for service at 
the front, in the trenches, and received 
a commission of lieutenant colonel from 
Kitchener.

PROPORTIONAL REPRESENTA- 
TION. 

Chicago, June 11.—({Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—Your paper is to be congratulated 
on its fight against “ pork barrel "’ appro- 
priations. The writer believes that the 
evils of which you complain can be only 
permanently cured by changing our elec- 
toral sytem so that each considerable 
party or group be elected in proportion 
to the number of votes which it casts. 
This is known as proportional representa- 
tion. It prevents extreme locajism in 
congressmen, 

The Bailey bill now pending in congress 
gives each state entitled to three or more 
representatives the option of electing 
congressmen by a list system. The ballot 
contains the names of party candidates 
in separate lists. Several districts are 
thrown into one, ward lines abolished, 
and the election is at large. The voter 
votes for one candidate only, but in doing 
so he also votes for the entire party list 
of that candidate. 

Suppose fifteen congressmen are to be 
elected, and the Democratic, nepublican, 
Socialist, and Prohibition lists respective- 
ly receive about 40 per cent, 40 per cent, 
18 per cent, and 7 per cent of the vote. 
This entitles the parties to six, six two, 
and one congressman, respectively. The 
particular candidates elected are the six, 
the two, or the one who on their re- 
spective lists have the most votes. Your 
vote therefore helps first to increase the 
number of congressmen to be accredited 
to your party, and secondly helps your 
candidate as against other candidates on 


your party list. 


The single member district exalts the 
locality at the expense of the city, state, 


‘or nation, subordinating the general good 


to unfair local demands. It produces 
grafting aldermen and ‘‘ pork barrel” 
congressmen—men loyal to their districts 
but disloyal to the larger interests of the 
city or nation. 

In close districts it only is necessary to 
purchase a few votes to turn the scale, 
whereas under proportional! representa- 
tion to elect one congressman corruptly 
it is necessary to corrupt as many voters 
as will equal the full voting strength of 
one entire district.
